Americans Lose One Man Killed and 
Three Wounded. 
Feb, 7, 11 a. m.—A third en-

Judgment. 


THE WHOLE THING WRONG. 


SEDALIA BOARD OF TRADE CAN- 
NOT RECOVER. 


The Court Held That the Board Gave 
Brady the Money for an Unlaw- 
ful Purpose and Deserved 
to Lose It. 


The St. Louis Court of Appeals handed 
down a dec'sion Tuesday in the case of 
the Sedalia Board of Trade against Hugh 
Brady. 

The decision reverses the action of the 
lower court, which returned a verdict for 
the plaintiff, and it holds that there is no 
eause of action against Brady. 

While Sedalia was endeavoring to secure 
the State capital from Jefferson City in 
1896, the Board of Trade appropriated $1200 
to be used to influence the voters of St. 
Louis to support the Sedalia movement. 
it is said that it was determined to disburse 
the money through Hugh J. Brady, chair- 


man of the Democratic City Central Com- 
mittee. Senator Yeater, in behalf of the 
Board of Trade, came to 8t. Louis, and, it 
is claimed, paid Brady the $1200. which he 


promised to gy Pg Plan ror portions in the 
different wards of the c.ty. 

"After the election, the Board of Trade 
claimed to have discovered evidence that 
Brady did not use the money for the pur- 
pose for which it. was intended; but ap- 
propriated it to his own use. Suit was 
begun to recover it. Judgment for $401.80 
was recovered in Judge Klein’s court, 
Brady appealed the case. 

Judge Bord, who wrote the opinion of the 
court, says that the contract was illegal 
because it waS made to accompiisn an il- 
legal purpose. As the law knows no de- 
grees of wrong, it will not lend its aid to 
one party to work one wrong as against 
another, but will leave them to the conse- 
quence of their own acts, 

In the case at bar equal culpability was 
atached to all the parties, says Judge 
bond. 

Judge Biggs concurred with Judges Bond 
and Bland in the opinion that the judg- 
ment should be reversed, but he dissented 
from the plan of the majority not to re- 
mand it for a new trial. He said that 
the case should be heard again.

‘By the ratification of the treaty of peace 
with Spain it is not intended to incorporate 
the inhabitants of the Philippine Islands into 
citizenship of the United States, nor is ft fn- 
tended to permanently annex sald islands as 
an integral part ofethe territory of the United 
States. But it is the intention of the Unite? 
States to establish 
ment suitable to the wants and conditions of 
the inhabitants said islands, to prepare 
them for local self-government and in due 
time to make such disposition of said tslands 
as will best promote the Interests of the cit!- 
zens of the United States and the inhabitants 
of said islands,.”’ 

The resolution is the one which the 
administration Senators agreed to pass after 
the ratification of treaty. It 
agreement that induced two or three 
ors, who had in opposition, to 
their votes.

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WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—In accordance 
with the agreement entered into by friends 
of the treaty with Senators who at the last 
moment were influenced to vote for rati- 
fication, the Senate will now take up the 
resolution offered by Mr. McEnery of 
Loulsiana and attempt to pass it. 

It is sald that the Republicans who made 
this bargain have the assent of the Presi- 
dent. 

The McEnery resolution is not such an 
explicit declaration against an imperialistic 
policy as the Democrats desire, and it is 
possible that they will obstruct its passage. 

Secretary Hay will formally notify the 
Spanish Government through the French 
Embassy to-day that the treaty of’ Paris 
has been ratified by the United States Sen- 
ate Upon receipt of this announcement 
the Madrid Government will, it is expected, 
convoke the Cortes, and that body will im- 
mediately ratify the instrument. 

It will be the aim of this government to 
secure the exchange With the utmost dis- 
patch, in-order that there can be no ques- 
tion of the sovereignty of the United States 
over the Philippines. 

It will be necessary for the Spanish Gov- 
ernment to send a Minister to Washington 
to effect the exchange, and it is understood 
that the Minister from the United States 
will start on his way to Madrid to assume 
his new duties. 

Senator Hale declares the adoption of the 
treaty means War With the Fitipinos. He 
said: “The truth is that underneath the ex- 
pansion newspapers, and back of the move- 
ments of the leaders of the expansion 
cause, lies the determination to be content 
with nothing but -permanent annexation.

MAY RULE ITS OWN MEMBERS. 


Court of Appeals Determines the Pow- 
ers of Boards of Trade. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 7.—The Court 
of Appeals has handed down an opinion 
which upholds the right of the Board of 
Trade to expel a member for violation of 
its rules. F. A. Farmer, a prominent mem- 
ber of the buard, was suspended for viola- 
tion of rules. He secured a temporary in- 
junction restraining the board from ex- 
pelling him. The Circuit Court upheld the 
board and Farmer appealed. In the decision 
of the appeileate court the powers and ju- 
r_sdictions of boards of trade were passed 
upon. The court held that while a trade or- 
ganization could not usurp the powers of a 
court and was not a quasi-judic:al body, 
the contract entered into by a member to 
obey the rules and regulations of the body, 
its directory and committees, was binding 
in law. 

The court set aside a verdict against the 
A. O. U. W. in favor of the beneficiary of 
a member who was expelled for non-pay- 
ment of dues, it was claimed that the mem- 
ber was sick und partly insane when ex- 
velled, and, therefore, the expulsion was 
Negal, The court decided that his expul- 
sion was legal inasmuch as he had acqui- 
esced in it and stated that he was unable 
io pay his dues, and held that his lifa in- 
surance in the order Wags void. 

The court decided that the widow of a 
man who wus Killed in a fight was entitled 
to recover the Insurance on his life.

He said he lived 
there with a Mrs. Laura Meyer. The Call 
street house is an ideal rendezvous for per- 
sons who desire to escape observation. The 
thoroughfare is really an alley north of 
Easton avenue and west of Leftingwell!l. A 
maze of similar alleys surround it. It is 
nearly as much out of the world as if it 
were underground. 

The house is a tumble-down two-story 
brick and Mrs. Mevyer’s apartments are on 
the second floor. There are three rooms 
‘arpetiess and almost bare of furniture. 
The door at the head of the rickety stairs 
ope1s into the middle room. In this room 
was found a small old-fashioned chest 
which contained a counterfeiter’s outfit. 
Besides the ladle and metal there were 
molds of quarters, dimes and nickels, The 
outfit included even a piece of crystal glass, 
to be used to give the coins the requisite 
“‘ring.’’ 

A compass and some of the work done 
with it were also found. This consisted of 
drawings showing the curvature of coins, 
One of the curvatures Was clearly thai of a 
dollar. 

Gibson’s arrest Monday night was on the 
complaint of a number of dealers in the 
neighborhood of Easton and Leffingwell 
avenues, who complained that counterfeit 
dimes and nickels had been passed on 
them. The victims furnished an accurate 
description of the man who disposed of the 
coins and Patrolman Sullivan was detailed 
on the case, 

After the arrest at 
Franklin avenues Gibson at first stoutly 
maintained his innocence. He made a par-

“T did not know until night that he 
had been making counterfeit money,’ she 
sa'd. “‘I make my living by washing. Sev- 
eral years ago before Mr. Gibson was 
married, I sewed carpets for him at his 
store on Franklin avenue. About six wecks 
«zo Mr. Gibson came here and asked if I 
could rent him a room to be used in the 
daytime and furnish him with meals. 
told h'm I could furnish meals and let him 
use the middle room, He never elept here. 
When he was here I always remained in 
my room, so I did not know what he did.” 

Mrs. Meyer is past middle age. Her face 
bears lines of care and toil and- her dress 
and surroundings indicate that she is poor. 

The police believe the capture of Gibson 
an unusually important one at this time 
when the city is being flooded with counter- 
feit coins. 

Bogus dollars so perfect as to almost 
defy detection are being.most industriously 
circulated. Until the arrest of Gibson the 
State and Federal authorities had no clew 
to work on, though some of the circulators 
of the bad money had been captured. Will- 
iam Hough and William Campbell were ar- 
rested Saturday and Harry Reilly Sunday. 
All were identified by merchants who had 
received counterfeit doilars. 

Albert J. Rogers, president of he Rogers 
Salt Company at 220 Pine street, can give 
the Federal authorities some valuable in- 
formation. Mr, Rogers sent a clerk to the 
National Stock Yards Monday to collect a 
bill of $%. Of the five ceins handed Mr. 
Rogers by the clerk four were counterfeit 
dollars,

ACADEMY CHARGES HAVE 
CAUSED WIDESPREAD DEBATE. 


DOCTORS ARE TAKING SIDES. 


_- 


St. Louis Medical Society Meanwhile 
Continues to ‘Ignore the 
Pigeon-Holed Document. 


The charges of unethical conduct pre- 
ferred by the St. Louis Academy of Medi- 
cal and Surgical Sciences against a mem- 
ber of the St. Louis Medical Society re- 
main undisturbed in typewritten form in 
the desk of Dr. J. H. Mulhall, chairman of 
the Committee on Ethics. If gossip is re- 
liable they will stay there indefinitely, Dr. 
Mulhall will not discuss the subject. 

At Saturdey’s meeting of the St. 
Louis Society the charges were indirectly 
discussed, because a paper read by Dr. Rob- 
ert Barciay, aurist at the Missouri Pacific 
Railway Hospital, on “Tae Relation of the 
General Practitioner to the Specialist,’’ 
bore on the subject in controversy. The 
essayist maintained that where country 
practitioners sent cases to St. Louis phy- 
sicians or surgeons there should be a fair 
division of the fees, This ts the position 
taken by Dr. Christopher C. Morris, S5uper- 
intendent of the St. Louis Baptist Hospital, 
whose circulars to the doctors in Southern 
Illinois, offering certain facilities and terms 
at his institution, led to the preferment of 
charges. 

Medicoes ‘have done much talking outside 
of meetings, and personalities have been 
dragged into the case with much abandon. 
Members of the St. Louis Medical Society 
say the resolution instructing Dr. James 
Moores Ball, as secretary of the St. Louis 
Academy of Medica! and Surgical Sciences, 
to prefer the charges against Dr. Morris 
were sprung as the result of clique schem- 
ing. A member of the Academy, who had 
just been admitted, was prevailed on to in- 
troduce the motion charging unethical 
practice against Dr. Morris. He had not 
read the resolutions, it is declared, and has 
since told colleagues that he regretted pull- 
ing other people’s chestnuts out of the 
fire. 

The issue is really between country and 
city physicians. It is whether there shall 
be a division of fees when patients are 
turned over to other physicians or special- 
ists to be operated on or to undergo special 
treatment. Dr. Morris has received many 
letters from Missouri and Illinois support- 
ing his position in favor of a ‘“‘divide.’’ The 
county medical societies are debating the 
subject and it is being written about freely 
in all medical publications.
